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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has not properly addressed the 102(f) 
rejection - DE 10033149 does not list the inventor of the pending application as an inventor, but claims and describes the same subject 
matter for the same assignee. Examiner has no idea what applicant's argument that "426' is clear in Fig 1 1 has to do with the inventorship 
- - DE 10033149 has the exact same Fig 1 1 and Fig 15 and teaches all the elements of claims 24-29 and 33-37, claiming priority to 
common priority documents and a common assignee, but applicant is not listed as an inventor. 

Applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine the references, but applicant's claim 24 does not require the omisison of a flange 
element - applicant used "comprising". Muller's shaft and the tubular wall of the head are of substantially the same diameter. Further, 
Danino clearly teaches forming a flange from the tubular walls of the fastener, and provides motivation to omit the flange, stating the 
flange is wasteful in material and requires an additional manufacturing step, thus providing motivation to omit the flange of Muller. 

It is irrelevent whether or not the European Office allowed the case - especially in view of the amendments. 

Applicant has not defined the panel in terms of material or strength, and "a panel" could be a panel of styrofoam, balsa wood, or aluminum 
foil that could be pierced with a very blunt object.. 

Examiner agrees that cold rolling and compression formed threads are well-known in the art, but any claimed feature, no matter how well- 
known, must have support in the specification and drawings. 
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
